The County Board of Super¬ 
visions adopted a resolution call¬ 
ing upon the Federal Govern¬ 
ment to comply to the terms of 
its treaty of 1868 with the Nava¬ 
jo Indians and furnish educa¬ 
tion and health facilities pro¬ 
vided for in the treaty. 

There are some 16,000 per¬ 
sons on tile Navajo Indian res¬ 
ervation of school age who are 
riot attending school and disease 
among those Indians is far high¬ 
er than the national average. 

The Navajo Indian reserva¬ 
tion comprises some 25,000 sq. 
miles and on it reside some 
61,000 Navajos of which 75 per¬ 
cent are illiterate.

The austere conditions in Eng¬ 
land are quite confirmed by 
Mrs. Rishton, She tells of an 
almost unbelievable food short¬ 
age; people are rationed (o 3 
jounces of bacon for two weeks. 

1 shell egg a month with some 
dried eggs from America; two 
ounces of lard per person, hvo 
ounces of butter, four ounces 
nargerine, and three pounds of 
potatoes per week and no fruit. 
The weather has been too cold 
and wet to grow crops. 

The following article appeared 
i in the Observer, local paper 
printed in Haslingden. England: 

For over 30 years a weaver. 
Mrs. Ruth Rishton, 31 Cross- 
street North, Haslingden, lias 
operated six looms in local cot- 
lon sheds, and “never had any 
luck.”
